The construction, maintenance, and management of the aqueduct 
for 90 years, from the date of the agreement, will be entrusted, in 
the form of a concession, to private enterprise, and an international 
competition with this object is to be announced within a year after

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the publication of the law. In case of equality of tenders, national 
(Italian) enterprise will have the preference. The “consortium ” 
will pay the contractor as a maximum 5,000,000 lire (200,000/.) a 
year for a maximum period of 25 years. The contract, however, 
will be given to the firm, which offers the largest reduction in the 
number of annual payments from the stated maximum of 25 years. 
The reduction may also be effected by tenths of the annual payments. 
The final project for the work is to be prepared by the conces- 
sion holders and submitted for approval to the Government in 
consultation with the Superior Council of Public Works. The 
maximum period for the construction shall be ten years reckoned 
from the date on which the concession is granted.

CHILE.

Article I—A bounty of 3 centavos will be 
phuric Acid iven for each kil f sulphuric acid 
in Chile. given for each kilogramme of sulphuric acid at 

60 deg. Baumé which is manufactured in the 
country, provided that the annual production of each factory is 
not less than 1,500 metric tons. 

Article II.—In order to enjoy this bounty, those interested must 
commence the installation of their factories within a year of the 
promulgation of this Law. 

Article III.—The President of the Republic is authorised to 
expend 50,000 pesos annually for five years for the purpose of 
paying the bounties mentioned in Article I. 

Article IV.—-If the sum of 50,000 pesos is found insufficient to 
pay the bounty for the total production, it will be divided in the 
proportion of the production of each factory. 

In connection with this subject, the “ Bulletin Commercial” 
(Brussels) of 16th inst. points out that the necessary pyrites are 
very plentiful in Chile, and adds that sulphuric acid should find 
an important opening in the treatment by the wet process of poor 
copper ores, which are found abundantly in the Cordilleras,

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD.

“Manufactured cotton goods are always in the same position, 
and, until Customs duties are lowered, which is not probable, 
British manufacturers can have no market here. This applies to 
almost all British manufactures. 

‘“‘T must again call attention to what I have already mentioned 
several times, i.e., the habit of some British manufacturers and 
traders of sending abroad their catalogues and prospectuses in the 
English language instead of doing so in the language of the 
country to which they are sent, as also of employing British 
weights and measures, coinage, &c. I am constantly asked to 
translate them, and were I to translate in full all those which are 
brought to me for that purpose, I should require a staff of clerks 
for that purpose alone.” (Horeign Office, Annual Series, 2,881.) 
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TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM WITH THE

2,489, 000. in 1897. The other principal imports from ‘Cape 
Colony consist of ostrich feathers, copper, and hides and skins. 
The exports to Cape Colony consist of cotton piece-goods, iron 
wrought and unwrought, coal, provisions of all sorts, and 


manufactured articles, especially apparel and haberdashery. 
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Natal.—Sheep or lambs’ wool is the principal article imported 
into the United Kingdom from Natal*, and formed 59 per cent. of 
the total value of the imports in 1901 as compared with 43 per 
cent. in 1900. The exports to Natal are similar to those to Cape 


Colony, with the exception of coal, of which a considerable quantity 
for home consumption is produced in Natal itself. 


British East Africa (including the protectorates of British 
Somaliland, Zanzibar and Pemba, the East Africa Protectorate, 
the Uganda Protectorate, and British Central Africa).—Sixty-four 
per cent. of the imports into the United Kingdom consists of 
ivory and rubber, while cottons, coal, and iron wrought and un- 
wrought comprise the principal exports. 


British West Africa (consisting of Gambia, Sierra Leone, Gold 
Coast, Lagos, and the Niger Protectorate).—The values of the 
principal imports into the United Kingdom (exclusive of bullion 
and specie) from the British Possessions on the West African

Egypt.—The trade of the United Kingdom with Egypt shows 
considerable progress, the total value having risen from 13,836,0001. 
in 1897 to 18,325,000/. in 1901. During this period the imports 
from Egypt into the United Kingdom have risen from 9,294,0001. 
to 11,906,000/., and the exports to Egypt from the United 
Kingdom from 4,542,000/. to 6,419,000/. The increase in the 
value of the imports is chiefly due to much larger shipments of 
Egyptian cotton, the total value of which rose from 6,484,000/. in 
1897 to 8,306,000/. in 1901, forming in the latter year more than 
69 per cent. of the total value of the imports. Of the remaining 
31 per cent., over 19 per cent. is accounted for by the trade in 


* A considerable amount, prior to 1900, came from the Transvaal and Orange Free 
States in transit via Natal. 
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cotton seed, the imports of which were valued at 3,272,000/. in 
1901, as against 1,801,000/. in 1897. The United Kingdom 
exported to Egypt in 1901 coal to the value of 1,712,000/., cotton 
goods: to the value of 2,322,000/., iron (wrought and unwrought) 
to the value of 334,748/., machinery (including steam-engines) to 
the value of 397,443/., and manufactured goods in general. 


French Africa (consisting of Algiers and Tunis in the North, 
French Somaliland on the East Coast, and, in the west, Senegal, 
Guinea, Ivory Coast, Dahomey, the French Soudan, and the 
French Congo, the two latter comprising a considerable amount of 
unexplored hinterland in the neighbourhood of Lake Tchad and 
the Western Sahara).—The imports from Algeria and Tunis 
consist largely of esparto and other vegetable fibres, phosphates, and 
iron ore, and the exports are chiefly made up of coal, and (in the 
case of Tunis) cotton goods. Caoutchouc forms 69 per cent. of the 
imports from the French Possessions in West Africa into the United 
Kingdom, and cotton goods 70 per cent. of the exports (see table 
on p. 398), 


German Africa—The trade of the United Kingdom with the 
German Possessions in Africa (viz., Togo and Cameroons on the 
West Coast, and the German East African and South-West 
African Protectorates) is unimportant. The total value of the 
imports from German Africa, consisting of palm oil, caoutchouc 
and the ordinary African produce, amounted in 1901 to a little 
over 114,000/., while the aggregate value of the exports to all the 
German Possessions in the same year reached a sum of only 
103,000/. 


Portuguese Africa.—The total trade with Portuguese Possessions 
in Africa, both in the East and West Coasts, shows a considerable 
falling-off in 1901 as compared with 1900, the imports having 
decreased in value by 47,000/., and the exports by 650,0001. The 
latter decrease is chiefly due to the shipments of telegraphic wires 
and apparatus to Portuguese West Africa having dropped to their 
normal level, the figures being 615/. in 190] as against 287,060/. 
in 1900. There were also considerable decreases in the shipments 
of coal and cotton goods. 

There is nothing specially worthy of remark with regard to the 
trade of the United Kingdom with Morocco, Tripoli, Spanish Africa 
(i.e., Rio @Oro, Fernando Po, Spanish Morocco ports, and Spanish 
Guinea), Liberia, and other ports of West Africa and the Independent 
State of the Congo. The usual tropical produce is imported from 
the countries near the equator, while agricultural produce (corn, 
eggs and fruit) forms the greater portion of the goods from 
Morocco, and esparto and other fibres from Tripoli. It may be 
noted that an important article of trade with Liberia is fibre 
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(especially piassava) for brush making—the value of the imports 
of this article into the United Kingdom from Liberia in 1901 
having amounted to over 51 per cent. of the total. The exports 
to all the above-named places are for the most part composed ot 
cotton goods of all sorts. 

As regards Abyssinia, the figures in the above table can hardly 
be said to represent the total trade of that country with the 
United Kingdom, a considerable quantity of the goods imported 
and exported being doubtless entered under the heads of British 
or French Somaliland. 


Trade in Cotton Piece-Goods. 

Cotton piece-goods form the staple export from the United ‘Ts 
Kingdom to Africa, except, perhaps, in some of the French 
Possessions (such as Algeria) and Portuguese Colonies, where a 
protective tariff favours the product of the Mother Country. The 
following table shows the value of the exports of cottons from the 
United Kingdom to the African Continent in each of the years

OPENING OF A ROAD FOR AUTOMOBILES IN THE 
CONGO FREE STATE. 


A despatch, dated 9th ult., has been received at the Foreign 
Office, from H.M. Consul at Boma, forwarding copy of a letter 
received from Captain Carton, a Belgian military officer who is in 
charge of a survey and construction party employed by the local 
government of the Congo State in trying to open up a route 
practicable for automobiles between Nsongololo and the River 
Kwango. Captain Carton’s letter (dated 30th June) states that 
the road which he has been engaged upon, will in a few weeks be 
practicable for automobiles of all kinds which have been tested in 
Europe, for a length of 150 kilometres (93 miles). This road has 
a breadth of 12 metres (39 feet), of which 8 metres (26 feet) are 
available for vehicles. ‘The surface is especially hard and durable, 
and there is no decline of more than 1 in 10, the hills being 
relatively few in number and short. Moreover Captain Carton 


\ 
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states that at the time of writing he had just completed the survey 
for a prolongation of the above road for more than 100 kilometres 
(62 miles), and he expresses the hope that this section will be ready 
for use within three or four months at the most. 

This route, it is said, will not only give a means of rapid access 
into the interior of Atrica, and be a powerful aid to the economic 
development of the country, but will not fail to attract adventurous 
tourists, as it passes through extremely picturesque and most 
varied scenery. 

In forwarding the above, H.M. Consul adds that it is thought in 
local circles that the above-mentioned route may be only the first 
step to much more extended application of this means of locomo- 
tion in the Congo Free State. 


TRADE, &c., OF THE HAN RIVER DISTRICT (CHINA). 
Hankow to Anlu. 


With reference to the article which appeared on pp. 160-2 of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 24th April last respecting the 
junk shipping trade on the Upper Yangtse, a descriptive report on 
the Han River—Hankow to Anlu—has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Minister at Pekin, from which the 
following particulars have been extracted :— 

The country through which the Han River flows from Siang- 
yang (1,240 li, or 496 miles, up) to Hankow is a very rich grain- 
growing country, from which spring, summer and autumn crops 
are obtained. Wheat and barley are the grains most grown. A 
very large amount of surplus grain from this portion of Hu-pei 
finds a market in Hankow, being the grain produced by half of 
the province of Hu-pei. The district above Siang-yang, especially 
around Lao-ho-kou produces sesamum in large quantities. Rice 
is little grown except near Hankow and above Anlu, and at 
Anlu the price for rice was 4 tiao a picul (about 1d. per lb.), being 
above the market price at Hankow. ‘The people live for the 
most part on various kinds of bread. For the rest the chief produce 
of the country is cotton, silk, kao-liang (from which wine is distilled) 
and beans (pien tou and huang tou). 

The downward bound junks carry cargoes of grain and sesamum 
and beans, which find a distributing centre at Hankow. The 
junks in fair weather pass the likin stations at an average of 300 
per diem, which represents a large carrying trade. 

As far as Anlu there is no town of any considerable size or of 
more than 10,000 inhabitants, and such towns as there are are 
simply places found to be convenient depéts for storing grain and 
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oil, &c., intended for the Hankow market. Grain and oil ware- 
houses are to be seen in all the towns, There is a very fair amount 
of cotton spinning and of cloth making on hand looms by local 
industry. 

Siang-yang is an important position as being on the land route 
from Sha-Shih to Nan-yang-fu and a railway from Siang-yang to- 
Sha-Shih (920 miles), or from Siang-yang to Hankow vid Te-an-fu 
(less than 200 miles) could do the carrying for a rich portion of 
Hu-pei and avoid 400 miles of a most unsatisfactory and shoaly, 
river. 

Lao-ho-kou is a distributing centre of some size and ranks first 
as a commercial centre between Hankow on the river up to this 
point. Goods imported through Hankow are cloth (cotton yarn 
and piece-goods). Foreign merchants find their best market in 
piece-goods, the competition in the cutton yarn business being too 
keen. Next in importance comes foreign oil, then sugar, sea-- 
weed, timber spars, dyes, dried fruits, and foreign knick-knacks. 

Foreign merchants ship from Lao-ho-kou considerable amounts 
of sesamum seed and beans for bean-cake by chartered junk, and 
British and German firms in Hankow do considerable business in 
this way. The only possibility of trade on the river is by chartered 
junk, the river not being suitable for steamer navigation ; and 
even with this method of transport, the merchants declare that the 
risks are considerable owing to the uncertainty of the river. The 
foreign trade on the Han River is inconsiderable compared with 
the volume of Chinese trade, and as river trade is likely to remain. 
so. The junk traffic up river is necessarily tedious and slow, 
though freight is moderate. (The freight for 100 piculs of goods 
(119 ewt.) to Siang-yang is 20 tiao (2/. 19s. 3d.) ). 

No towns of importance can possibly spring up on the Han 
River below Siang-yang as the risk of freshets washing away 
towns is too great (the houses on the river are wooden mat-sheds, 
not stone in the flood districts; bunding has been attempted at 
various places, and there are many miles of embankment) and the 
river is liable to change its course in an extraordinarily short time, 
leaving what was once a flourishing town on the waterway. (e.9., 
Anlu) at a distance of some miles from the waterway. The 
winding and uncertain course of the Han River and the heavy 
freshets in summer preclude it from ever becoming a trade route. 
of great importance.

UNITED KINGDOM.

Such terms are used in commerce and trade interchangeably and 
comprise the article described in paragraph 683 of the Tariff, as 
“black oxide of tin” and “ grain” tin. ‘Tin dross is entitled to 
free entry under the said paragraph as black oxide of tin or 
grain tin. 

Japanese isinglass, ov agar-agar.—So-called Japanese isinglass, 
or agar-agar, is dutiable at the rate of 40 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 241 of the Tariff. 

Fire brick.—Fire bricks weighing more than 10 pounds each are 
not dutiable under paragraph 87 of the Tariff by similitude to fire 
bricks weighing less than 10 pounds each, but are dutiable at the 
rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem under the provision in paragraph 
97 for articles composed of earthy or mineral substances. 

Charcoal iron nail rods.—-Nail rods are specifically provided for 
in paragraph 136 of the Tariff, and the fact that such articles are 
made by the charcoal process will not take them out of the opera- 
tion of that paragraph. 

Brass skimmings.—“ Brass skimmings” is a variety of scrap 
brass, and being fit only for re-manufacture, is entitled to free entry 
under paragraph 505 of the Tariff. Such merchandise is not 
dutiable under paragraph 183 as metal unwrought. 

Second-hand jute flour bags printed, painted, or colowred.—Second- 
hand burlap flour bags made of single jute yarns, bearing a fanciful 
design in two colours (consisting of an ornamental arrangement of 
dots and other figures, with words referring to the original contents 
of the bags, and including a facsimile of the device frequently 
found on the heads of flour barrels) are held to be printed, painted, 
or coloured, within the meaning of paragraph 343 of the Tariff, 
which relates to such bags when not subjected to these processes. 
Being, therefore, excluded from the said paragraph, such bags are 
properly dutiable under paragraph 347, covering “ all manufactures 
of flax, hemp, ramie, or other vegetable fibre * * * not 
specially provided for.”

Lame—Metallics.-— So-called “ metallics,” an article produced by 
cutting lame into minute particles, is dutiable as lame at the rate 
of 5 cents per lb., under paragraph 179 of the Tariff. 

Tiead tullion.—Lead bullion, which has hitherto been assayed 
for the purpose of determining the quantity of dutiable material 
contained therein, is in future to be assessed with duty on the 
gross weight at the rate of 24 cents per lb., under paragraph 182 
of the Tariff, without being submitted for assay. 

Prepared tallow—Alizarin assistant—Referring to the notice 
published at p. 304 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” for the 15th 
May last, according to which certain preparations of tallow for 
softening cloth had been held to be dutiable as ‘‘ non-enumerated 
manufactured articles” under section 6 of the Tariff, the United 
States Treasury Department have now taken steps to have this 
question again submitted for the consideration of the Board of 
General Appraisers, and with that object have directed that pre- 
pared tallow of the above-mentioned descriptions is to be charged 
with duty as an “alizarin assistant,” under paragraph 32 of the 
Tariff, at the rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem. 

Split pearls.—Split pearls, sorted as to either size, quality, 
lustre, or shape, are not entitled to classification as split pearls 
“unassorted and unmatched” within the meaning of previous 
departmental instructions, but are dutiable at the rate of 60 per 
cent. ad valorem, as similar to pearls set or strung, under para- 
graph 434 of the Tariff. 

Charcoal iron.—There is no distinction between ‘“ bar iron” 
provided for in paragraph 123 of the Tariff and “iron bars” 
provided for in paragraph 124. It is therefore held that iron bars 
made by the charcoal process are included in the last proviso to 
paragraph 124, and are dutiable thereunder at the rate of 12 dols. 
per ton, and are not taken out of the operation of that paragraph 
by virtue of the provision for “ bar iron” in paragraph 123. 

Appraisement— Weight of merchandise.—The appraisement of im- 
ported merchandise is restricted to determining the price or value 
of the parcel or quantity by which the purchase and sale of the 
article are made, and has rightfully no reference to the totality of 
the purchase. If appraisers undertake to ascertain the weight or 
nenny of goods which should properly be weighed by a United 

tates weigher, their action in that respect is a nullity. 

Liquidation on invoiced or appraised value of merchandise.— Where 
an appraising officer, on being requested by the Collector to report 
the correct dutiable value of goods, makes a return showing the 
value of the goods in quantity, and at the same time leaves the 
value per unit as stated on the invoice to stand unchanged, the 
Collector is justified in rejecting the gross value, and calculating

duty at the unit value upon the weight shown by the United 
States weigher. 

Error upon invoice—It cannot operate to the benefit of an 
importer that a clerical error was committed in the multiplication 
of the value of imported goods by their weight, if it appears that 
the value per unit is correctly stated and the proper weight is 
returned by the 

Advertising seized and unclaimed merchandise.—No newspaper 
notice of seizure or sale of merchandise is to be published oftener 
than three times, unless the chief officer of the Customs authorising 
the advertisement is convinced that greater publicity would be to 
the interest of the Government. The United States regulations 
provide for the sale, “upon due notice at public auction,” of any 
unclaimed merchandise in public warehouse which is becoming so 
depreciated in value as to be likely, if suffered to remain, to prove 
insufficient to pay the duties and charges thereon. The determina- 
tion of this necessity is left wholly with the chief officer of the port, 
and sales of this description need not be advertised in any news- 
paper, but notice of sale may be posted in a public place for a 
reasonable time previous to such sale.

The following is 
the substance of the Decree :— 

Commercial invoices are, for the purposes of Consular certifica- 
tion, divided into four classes, viz. :— 

1. Invoices referring only to articles of iron, steel, copper, zinc, 
or wood, destined for the machinery of industrial companies, rail- 
ways, steamers, electric lighting and telegraph apparatus, tele- 
phones, printing apparatus, manufactures of glass or earthenware, - 
of stearin, of tissues, or of articles which by official declaration are 
regarded as being of public utility. 

2. Invoices of which the value does not exceed $200. 


3. exceeds $200, and does not 
exceed $500. 
A $500. 


The fees chargeable for Consular certification of the above classes 
of invoices are as follows :-— 
On invoices of the 1st class, $3 for each $1,000 or fraction thereof.

Invoices referring to articles containing precious stones are 
chargeable at the rate of 40 per cent. 

Invoices referring to articles of gold are chargeable at the rate of 
10 per cent. 

Invoices referring to articles of platinum or silver are chargeable 
at the rate of 3 per cent. 

Charges on manifests are leviable by Consuls at the rate of $5 
for the first 100 packages, and $1 for each additional 100 
packages or fraction thereof. 

Foreign merchandise disembarked in any of the ports of the 
Isthmus of Panama to be sent to other national ports requires a 
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manifest with corresponding certificate, for which certificate a 
charge of $3 silver will be made for the first 50 packages, and 
$1 silver for each additional 100 or fraction of 100. 

When a Consular invoice is not in the possession of a Custom- 
house at the time of the examination of the merchandise the goods 
will be valued in gold, and the Customs will, on that basis, collect 
from the importer a fine equal to four times the Consular fees 
chargeable under the regulations without prejudice to any other 
penalty imposable under the Customs Code. 

A tax of 2 per cent., payable in gold, or its equivalent in paper 
money, is to be collected on the invoice value of parcel post 
packages containing articles of gold, silver, platinum, or precious 
stones, in lieu of Consular fees. 

A tax of $1:50 gold is to be collected for each ton of 
merchandise intended for national commerce which is unloaded in 
Colombian ports, but H.M. Legation at Bogota, in forwarding the 
Decree, point out that “Colombian vessels are specially exempted 
“‘ from this charge, and therefore British ships will enjoy the same 
‘“‘ exemption under the terms of the Treaty of 1866.”

Puerto Barrios, on the Atlantic Coast, comes second in impor- 
tance, not. on account of the volume of its trade so much as on 
account-of its being the port for the arrival and departure of the 
Kuropean mails, and the quickest route to the United States, also 
as being the terminus of the Northern Railway, which is to join 
-the Central Railway some day in the capital, and thus connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. It is also the centre of the Guatemala 
banana export trade.. For all general purposes the two ports of 
Puerto Barrios and Livingston may be considered as one, lying 
close to each other, and being connected by a service of small 
steamers.

marbles in the world. The interior of the new town hall at 
Constantine is decorated with them ; the grand staircase and salle 
des fétes are lavishly adorned with the most delicately veined and 
coloured onyx. The Vice-Consul adds that it is a great pity that 
these marbles are not better known. 

A new quarry has been discovered near Ain M’lila, from which 
specimens of pure white, rose and yellow onyx quite uniform in 
tinting have been seen. 

The British Vice-Consul at Oran reports that some 716 tons of 
marble and onyx were exported last year, as against 682 tons in 
1900. He adds that the magnificent quarries in that province are 
being more developed. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,881.) 


‘ROUMANIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Galatz, in a recent report to the 
Petroleum Foreign Office on the trade of Roumania, states 
Fuel that with regard to fuel, the State railways 
— employ less and less foreign coal. From the 
point of view of cheapness, the different kinds of fuel may be 
classed as follows:—(1) wood, (2) residuum of petroleum, 
(3) petroleum residuum mixed with lignite, (4) foreign coal. 
During 1901 the railways used 8,550,000 cubic feet of wood, 
100,000 tons of lignite, 260,000 tons of petroleum residuum, and 
50,000 tons of foreign coal. 
Out of a total of 484 locomotives, 339 use petroleum and lignite 
as fuel, and others are now being converted for the adoption of 
this fuel. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,874.)

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BRITISH INDIA. 

According to information received at the Board of Trade, through the 
India Office, there were 35 mills in British India 
working jute at the end of 1901-2, and employ- 
ing a daily average number of about 114,000 per- 
sons. The mills contain 16,059 looms and 329,300 spindles. The 
nominal capital of such of the mills as are worked by joint-stock 
companies is stated at Rs. 6,96,28,410; but the figures are not 
quite complete, one of the mills (privately owned) having rendered 
no statement of capital. Except one at Cawnpore, all the mills are 
in Bengal, most of them in the vicinity of Calcutta. 

The producing capacity of the mills has nearly doubled, and the 
capital employed has more than doubled, in the last decade. The 
sterling capital has not increased, but there has been a very great 
expansion of local capital in rupees.

RUSSIA-—SIBERIA. 


A despatch, dated 8th inst., has been received at the Foreign 
Siberian Office from H.M. Consul at Helsingfors, trans- 
~ Butter Trad mitting a translation of an article which 
* appeared in a local newspaper, from which the 

following extracts have been taken :— 

_“ The Danish butter merchants and dairy farmers have deserved 
well of Siberia and created this enormous butter country..... . 
Some figures will give an idea of what they have done. Seven 
years ago there was not a dairyman in Siberia; now there are 
about 100 of them. Five years ago there were only two butter 
merchants; now there are ten Danish, many Russian, and some 
German. In 1895 9,600,000 lbs. of butter were exported from all 
Siberia ; now two Danish firms alone receive and forward over 
10,000,000 Ibs. yearly. It is hard to say how many Laval 
separators are sold in Siberia every year, but they are probably 
numbered in thousands. .... . 

“From Kurgan, where the Danes began to buy butter, they 
soon pushed on to Omsk, thence to Kainsk, and further east to 
Novo-Nikolaevsk to Barnaul, Biisk, and Minussinsk, and at the 
present moment they rule a butter kingdom of about 160,000 
square miles, or an area about equal to that of Germany.” 


GERMANY.

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GUATEMALA. 


According to the report by H.M. Consul at Guatemala for the year 
Agricultaral 1901, it is stated in the Government report 
Progress issued by the Agricultural Board of Guatemala 
; that considerable progress has been made in 
the acclimatisation and cultivation of various new products. To 
this end there has been imported from abroad seed of cotton and 
tobacco, maize from Chalco and Texcoco, Australian oak and other 
timber, &c. These seeds have been distributed amongst the agri- 
culturists of the different zones so that experiments might be 
made. The Agricultural Board has had leaflets drawn up on such 
products as are new in the country, and distributed amongst all 
agricultural classes, so that the most modern and scientific rules as 
to planting, &c., might be observed when making experiments. 
There has been a great impulse given to the production of such 
grains and vegetables as are largely consumed in the country, 
more and more attention being paid to the cultivation of maize, 
beans, potatoes and wheat, and remunerative prices have been 
obtained. There is no doubt whatever that there is room for many 
vegetable and dairy farms, especially in the high-lying districts 
and in the neighbourhood of the larger towns, and many of the 
smaller proprietors are turning their attention in this direction, 
with results pecuniarily satisfactory to themselves. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,868.)

UGANDA PROTECTORATE. 


In a despatch recently received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
teins af Commissioner and Consul-General at Entebbe, 
th P rt Uganda, it is stated that skins as distinguished 
— from hides have commenced to be exported. 
“ The trade has lately been taken up by an 
Italian Company who do a large business in skins with the Somali 
Coast at Aden. As skins can be weil cured locally and the price 
at which they are obtainable in Uganda—9 rupees per kori of 20 
on most favourably with the prices obtained in 
omaliland, there is every chance of a large development in this 
trade. 

The Italian Company are also prepared to start plantations of 
coffee and cotton, and have applied for land for this purpose. The 
results of the examinations of the samples of coffee locally grown 
which were sent home are very favourable, and one of the leading 
representatives of the Italian Company who has been sent to 
Uganda to inquire into the prospects of trade there, says that, with 
proper cultivation and cleaning, Uganda coffee should be able to 
compete in the European markets and equal the coffee exported 
from Zeyla and known as “Harrarri,” the best produced in 
Abyssinia. This company proposes to introduce into Uganda 
trained Arabs from Aden and Hodeida where the firm has large 
business transactions in coffee.

As regards the returns of live-stock, 
the number of horses increased from 564,916 in 1901 to 579,770 
in 1902, and of cattle from 4,673,823 to 4,782,204, whilst the 
number of sheep decreased from 4,378,750 to 4,215,740.

According to this return, which is prepared in the Labour De- 
partment of the Board of Trade, 431,000 workpeople in the 
industries for which it is possible to obtain definite statistics, 
received advances during the year amounting to 41,000/. per week, 
while 493,000 sustained decreases amounting to 118,000J. per week. 
The net weekly increase for 1901 was accordingly 77,0001., which 
compares with increases of 209,000/. in 1900 and of 91,0001. in 
1899.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom- 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
be commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899 ; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs ; Excise and “ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Regulations ; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., §¢. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, anid 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 
at the price of ld.
